The Gold Shipments Still Continue. 
New York, May 12.—[Special. ]—Disquiet- 
ing dispatches touching the financial situation 
on the continent and further engagemenis of 
gold for export depressed stocks today. As 
the market lower, it becomes duller. 
Aside from St. Paul, the dealings today ag- 
gregated only 185,000 shares. St. Paul was 
phenomenally active, particularly during the 
morning hours, while the London Exchange 
was open. During the day 82,600 shares of 
this stock changed hands—nearly half as 
much as all other stocks combined—while the 
extreme fluctuations were confined within a 
range of I per cent. In St. Paul and also 
in Burlington yesterday’s improvement was

The Committee Reports. 


The day began with the reading of the re- 
ports of the committee appointed to consider 
Dr. Briggs’ utterances. The Rev. Dr. G. W. 
Birch read the majority report, which recom- 
mended judicial action upon Dr. Briggs’ 
teaching. The committee reviews Dr. Briggs’ 
address at muvh length and finds that it is not in 
accord with the Westminster Confession upon 
the doctrine of divine authority, Dr. Briggs 
making the Bible, the reason, and the church 
coérdinate sources of our knowledge of God, 
upon the authority of the church, the iner- 
rancy of the scriptures, And the doctrine of 
redemption. After reading the report Dr. 
Birch explained that the report was signed by 
himself, J. J. Lampe, and J. J. Stevenson 
without réservation and by J. F. Forbes with 
the exception of the recommendation of a ju- 
dicial investigation. : , 

The minority report was read by J. H. Mc- 
Hvaine, its only signer. it holds that Dr. 
Briggs’ address is not in. conflict with the 
Westminster standards. Dr. McIlvaine ex- 
plained why Walter Edwards failed to sign 
his report, and claimed that the committee 
stood three for a judicial investigation and 
three againsta judicial investigation. but in

He disclaimed any hos- 
tility to Dr. Briggs or any doubt of his per- 
fect sincerity, but insisted that his address was 
not in accord with the Westminster standards. 
He insisted that Dr. Briggs broke with the 
confession’ when he said that there 
were those who could not find God 
in the Bible who did find him in 
reason und in the church, instancing Marti- 
neau and Cardinal Newman, and when he ad- 
vocated the sufficiency of other sources after 
the Bible had failed to reveal God. He criti- 
cised at length Dr. Briggs’ doctrine of the in- 
spiration of the scriptures, insisting that 
there were no errors in the Bible, only diffi- 
culties which had now been reduced to insig- 
nificance. 

Dr. McIlvaine, who spoke for his minority 
report, had an eloquent passage declaring that 
the Presbyterian Church could not afford to gag 
her scholars, and if that policy was begun here 
it would have to be extended to Lane, McCor- 
mick, and the Scotch seminaries. He said he 
did not believe. Dr. Briggs knew what he 
meant when he wrote about progressive sancti- 
fication, but thought that there was the glimmer- 
ing of a great truth about the value of charac- 
ter in his idea that he did not want him sup- 
pressed as other reformers had been. He was 
applauded, and the presbytery discussed re- 
moving to a smaller room if the applause was 
repeated. 

An attempt was made to postpone the whole 
matter until the June meeting, but it was 
finally to avote. A general desire 
was shown to hear Dr. Briggs, and he was 
finally called upon by unanimous consent. 
He said he wished only to renew his protest of 
yesterday against the action of the commit- 
tee.

and the Esmeralda’s only one and one half 
inches. The Charleston was accordingly fully 
able to cope with the Esmeralda, as were two 
other United States cruisers now in the Pacific. 

The Secretary said the Charleston has orders 
to capture the Itata wherever it may be found 
on the high seas. This includes all waters 
outside the three-mile limit or ports of for- 
eign countries. He did not anticipate a fight, 
but in case of resistance its United States 
cruiser would carry out its orders at 
all hazards, He was not at liber 
ty to state the exact text of the 
cipher dispatch sent to the Charleston, neither 
would he say definitely t the cruiser San 
Francisco, now in Chilean waters, had been 
ordered to intercept the Itata. The San Fran- 
cisco, he said. classed with the cruisers Balti- 
more and Philadelphia, and was fully able 
to hold its own with the Esmer- 
alda. The United States had maintained a 
strictly neutral position in refusing to supply 
arms to the insurgents, and as the Itata had 
violated every rule of international law in 
breaking away from the custody of our gov- 
ernment after seizure, it would have to take 
the consequences. The Secretary did not an- 
ticipate serious trouble, but thought the mat- 
ter would soon be settled peaceably and with 
honor to the United States. 


MUST BE SHORT OF COAL. 


Both Vessels Will Be Obliged to Replenish 
Their Bunkers Soon. N 

Wasmmoron, D. C., May 12.—Up to the 
close of business hours no news was received 
at the Navy Department ot the movements of 
the Charleston, and so far as the officials there 
know the Itata is still at liberty. 

As the days of the chase run along a new 
factor appears which will doubtless result 
speedily in betraying the movements of the 
pursuer and the pursued. The itata started 
from Sau Diego last Wednesday evening, six 
days ago, and if pushed to its highest speed 
must be nearly out of coal, sothat it must 
soon put into port somewhere to replenish its 
bunkers. The Charleston, like most swift 
cruisers, was obliged to sacrifice some coal- 
carrying capacity for the sake of boiler and 
engine rooms and gun-carrying capacity. 
With full bunkers it can carry 800 tons, but if 
it has been driven at full speed it must have 
burned 175 tons every twenty-four hours,

Where the Powér for the Building Should 
Be Piaced—Experience at Paris

REFORMATION OF YOUNG CRIMINALS. 

Early in the session Senator Sheets of Ogle 
County introduced a bill to establish a State 
reformatory. It provides for taking the Re- 
form School at Pontiac and sensing there all 
first offenders. By the present system a man, 
whether hardened in crime or of previously 
blameless life, is sent to Joliet or Chester 
when convicted. There the young man who 
might have been saved from an evil life is 
schooled in all the arts of wickedness, and 
when he is discharged leaves prison with the 
intention of making crime his vocation. 

If Senator Sheets’ plan is carried out the 
first offender will be sent to Pontiac, where 
his associates will be persons who know no 


send him there on what is called an indeter- 
minate sentence’’—that while the full term 
for which he may be imprisoned for the of 
fense of which he is found guilty is imposed, 
so that if he shows no signs of repentance and 
reform be maybe made to serve out that 
term, yet it is in the power of the officers of 
the reformatory, if they think the prisoner 
deserves it, to let him out on parole and re- 
duce his sentence to the minimum figure. 

It is believed by all enlightened men who 
have to deal with criminals that the great bulk 
ofthe new offenders are not bad and can be 
saved from destruction if a little pains is 
taken with them. It may cost more at first 
than to herd them with older criminals and 


in the long run, for a criminal is a costly 
creature, and to spend a little money in mak- 
ing him a decent citizen is to save a perpetual 
outlay. 

Senator Sheets’ bill has passed the Senate 
and has met with the unanimous approval of 
the House Committee on Penal Institutions. 
The Committee on Appropriations has re- 
ported against it, although the board of five 
managers is to be a non-partisan one and the 
members to serve without pay. But a little 
money will be needed to equip the new insti- 
tution, and some of the members of the com- 
mittee want to make a record as economists. 
They cannot do so here though, for, as has 
been stated, it is cheaper to reform a criminal 
than to let him keep on in his evil course. So 
it is to be hoped that when this bill gets be- 
fore the House it will disregard the unfriendly 
report of the Appropriations committee and 
pass so humane and economic a measure.

THE HISTORY OF THE “ CLOSE SEASON.” 

A dispatch from Washington intimates that 
Secretary Blaine has not yet made lic the 
most significant letter in the Bering cor- 
respondence. It is said to be a message sug- 
gesting that Lord Salisbury agree there shall 
be no killing of the seals during the year 1891. 
It is also intimated that a reply is on the way 
instructing the British Minister to inform the 
United States Government that he is ready to 
pledge the English Government to the agree- 
ment. It further authorizes the British Min- 
ister to sign an agreement providing that the 
butchery of female seals during the breeding 
season shall stop and that the two nations 
shall join in protecting the animals against 
all marauders. When this is accomplished it 
is proposed that an Anglo-American commis- 
sion shall visit the fishing grounds and make 
a thorough investigation as to the number of 
the seals, the evidence to be used in the subse- 
quent arbitration proceedings. 

The request made by Secretary Blaine, as 
set forth in this dispatch and confirmed by his 
proposition in the latest published letter, is in 
keeping with the American policy. In his re- 


cent paper in Harper’s Magazine Mr. Phelps 


told the story of the close-season proposition 


very clearly, and in connection with recent 


developments it is worth reproduction. Mr. 
Phelps in this article says: 

During the administration of President Cleve- 
land, amd as soon as these depredations were made 
known, our government applied to that of Great 
Britain, setting forth the facts, and proposing 
that a convention should be entered into between 
the two nations, in which Russia should be in- 
vited to join, limiting the season of the year in 
which seals might be taken and prescribing a 
close time, covering the period of breeding, with- 
in which they should not be molested ; the provis- 
ion# of the convention to be carried into effect by 
suitable legislation in the three countries, and 
under the concurrent authority of their govern- 
ments. This proposal was not met on the part 
of the British Government by any assertion 
of the right of the Canadians to destroy 
the seal in the manner complained of or by 
any vindication of the propriety of that busi- 
ness. The expediency of the convention was at 
once conceded, and the ‘concurrence of Great 
Britain promised; and the United States Govern- 
ment was requested to prepare and furnish a draft 
of such regulations as were deemed necessary to 
accomplish the object. Such a draft was soon 
after transmitted, and no question ever rose be- 
tween the governments in respect to its details. 
The Russian Government, whose concurrence in 
the convention was invited through its Ambassa- 
dor in London, at once agreed to join in it, and 
expreased its desire that the agreement should be 
consummated as soon as possible. It was supposed 
on the part of the American Government that the 
whole matter was satisfactorily arranged, and only 
awaited the execution of the formal agreement 
and the passage of the proper legislation by Par- 
liament and by Congress. But after a considerable 
delay it transpired that an unexpected obstacle 
had arisen. It came to be understood that Canada, 


terest whatever in the preservation of the seal, 
nor in the property to which it gave value, they 
preferred to make such profit as they could out 
of its extermination. And this, after some time 
spent in what was no doubt a sincere effort on 
the part of the British Government to overcome 
the objections of Canada, brought the attempt at 
a convention virtually to an end. These facts are 
taken from the published dispatches of the Amer- 
ican Minister at London to his government, with- 
out attempting to state anything not already laid 
before the public. 

If therefore the reports are true that the 
English Government at last has consented to 
make a close season, whatever Canada may 
do or not do, the outcome must be regarded 
asa signal triumph for Mr. Blaine’s diplo- 
macy in securing the successful application of 
the American policy pending an arbitration. 
This effectually disposes of the silly and 
malicious charge made by the Democratic 
and mugwump enemies of Mr. Blaine that he 
has been in collusion with some of his per- 
sonal friends to avoid a close season so that 
they might make money. The outcome of 
this business, which now seems close at hand, 
not only will vindicate Mr. Blaine from the 
attacks of his enemies but will also be a 
triumph for this government. In this matter, 
as in the Chilean dnd Italian incidents and in 
the reciprocity negotiations, Mr. Blaine has 
proved his Americanism, and not only en- 
hanced the country’s commercial interests but 
also vindicated ite honor and conserved im- 
portant public interests. 


PURIFICATION OF SEWAGE BY RUNNING 
WATER. 


Nearly all the valley ship-canallers below 
Joliet have quit talking about the offensive- 
ness of Chicago sewage and concentrated 
themselves on a grand propeller canal. About 
the only exceptions are Means of Peru and 
Sanford of Morris. The latter says that the 
proposed Chicago dilution of 300,000 cubic 
feet a minute would not suffice, and that it 
must be at least 600,000, or “‘the deadly stream 
of sewage will kill off all in the valley, and 
that such a quantity will overflood and destroy 
300,000 acres of land worth $15 a year rent per 
acre. 

Official documents furnish the best reply to 
the wild statement of the need of so much 
water for dilution. The analyses of the 
State Board of Health made in 1886 show that 
while the quantity of free ammonia in the water 
at Bridgeport lock in the city was repre- 
sented by 17.4, that at Peoria was represented 
by only three-hundredths of 1 per cent. 
The quantity of albuminoid ammonia, which 
measures the nitrogenous matter, was 1.19 at 
Briigeport and eighteen-hundredths at Peoria. 

It may be said that this shows too much 
free and albuminoid ammonia at Peoria. 
But their presence is not all due to Chicago 
sewage, but to that which comes down the 
Kankakee, Fox, and other streams emptying 
in below Joliet and from Joliet itself. The 
amount of organic matter coming down the 
Kankakee, for instance, is very considerable. 
If the only waters which went down tne IIu- 
nois were those of the canal the water would 
be much purer by the time it reached Peoria 
than that is which now passes there, These val- 
ley ship-canal people forget that the tribu- 
taries of the Illinois are polluted. by the filth

cial basin navigation. The construction par- 
ties thus far have been engaged in piers, bar- 
racks, workshops, and storehouse construction 
and railroad building, but the dredges had al- 
ready excavated half a mile of the canal to a 
depth of seventeen feet, and the full depth of 
thirty feet will be reached by the other 
dredges to follow these. 

Some of the principal difficulties are already, 
nearly overcome. The sand bar in the harbor 
of Greytown has been removed and now there 
is a depth of fourteen feet in the channel, and 
a great breakwater has been constructed 1,000 
feet out into the sea and will be pushed out 
much further. Another difficulty was the 
dense growth of tropical vegetation along the 
proposed line of the canal, but during the 
year ten miles of the route have been cleared 
completely and railroad construction has been 
accomplished over the same distance. From 
this point to Ochoa, on the San Juan River, a 
dam is to be built which will raise the river 
to a level with Lake Nicaragua. This is one 
of the most difficult feats of engineering to be 
accomplished, but no fears are entertained of 
failure. From Ochoa to the western end of 
the lake the route is simple enough, being 
plain lake sailing, and from there to the Pa- 
cific no insurmountable difticulties present 
themselves. Thus far the cost of construction 
is within the estimates and Mr. Miller is con 
fident that the canal can be completed by 1897, 
provided the money can be obtained, which 
provision there is good reason to believe the 
next Congress will make promptly. Mr. Mill- 
er in the course of an interview says: 

The entire party were «reatly pleased with 
their trip across the country, and all of the en- 
gineers expressed th8 mselves as entirely satisfied 
of the feasibility of the route and of the perfec- 
tion of the plans of the engineers of the canal. 
In addition to the several surveys of this route 
made by the United States Government since 1872, 
the present company has spent nearly three years 
of time and employed a large number of en- 
gineers in the field, and no work of any great 
magnitude has ever been so thoroughly surveyed 
and studied in advance of its execution as this. 
The party expressed great satisfaction at the 
quantity, character, and stability of the work 
that had beef done at Greytown. In addition to 
what I have already mentioned the company has 
established machine shops and storehouses, built 
docks and wharves for unloading vessels, and 
constructed fifty buildings, including ware 
houses, Offices for engineers, quarters for the 
men, and railroad terminals, besides locomotive 
houses and other necessary to carry on 
the work of the railroad. Personally [ was much 
pleased with the condition of affairs. Of course, 
I knew before going that the work had been done, 
but after my examination upon the ground 1 
found that it exceeded my owh expectation. The 
party was much interested in Nicaragua and gave 
much attention to development of the coun- 
try and its prod Nicaragua seems to be 
prosperous at the ent time, and the growing 
of coffee is largely ifitreasing in the face of rie- 
ing prices. We were midst cordially received by 
the people everywhere. They were deeply inter- 
ested in the construction of the canal, knowing 
that it would develop the country and add to 
their wealth. 

In conclusion, I must say that I am thoroughly 
satisfied of the entire feasibility of the plan for 
building the canal, and I believe that the cost 
will be less than our estimates. All of the work 
has been below the estimates of our engineers, 
and I have no doubt of the ultimate success of 
the enterprise. . 

The deliberate judgment of Mr. Miller, which 
is corroborated by the newspaper correspond- 
ents who accompanied the expedition, will 
convince the Ameritan people that the great 
American ship canal across the neck connect- 
ing the two continents will be constructed and 
will lead them to demand of Congress that de- 
gree of credit assistance which will secure 
ample funds and the earliest possible comple- 
tion of the great national undertaking. 

It is purely an American scheme inaugu- 
rated to develop American trade and promote 
American interests. The President in some 
of his recent speeches has shown that he i 
alive to the importance of this canal as an 
agency for the extension of American com- 
merce. The Secretary of the Navy in a con- 
versation with Mr. Miller said the other day: 
“ We must maintain two navies, one on the 
‘* Pacific coast and one on the Atlantic, or else 
“we must build the Nicaragua Canal. To 
maintain two navies would be more expen- 
give than the canal. If the Nicaragua Canal 
‘* were in operation now I could order the 
„West India squadron to the Pacific and they 
„would get there in three days.” Thus the 
canal is both a commercial and a inilitary 
necessity. From this twofold point of view 
the argument is an overwhelming one—so 
overwhelming, in fact, that the next Congress 
should find no difficulty in passing the bill 
authorizing the hundred million dollar bond 
guaranty which was reported favorably in the 
last Congress but left without action. 


LABOR-SAVING SELENIUM. 

It is a matter of history that one of the great- 
est improvements in the construction of the 
steam engine was dae to the device of a lazy 
boy, who made a piece of string perform a labor 
he was paid to do by hand. Apparently a 
Western astronomer has taken a leaf out of 
that boy’s book. He has invented a device 
fer capturing comets without the trouble of 
sitting up all night to hunt for them. He is 
going to discover them by an ingenious com- 
bination of machinery and chemistry. His 
telescope is to be set gomg in such a way as 
to sweep a large section of the heavens auto- 
matically, and when it comes face to face with 
a comet, no matter how faint, the machine 
will blush. The signal’ of that exhibition of 
modesty at the focus of the instrument will be 
given along a wire into the sleeping room of 
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He stated the other day to an intelligent body 
of men that “Kansas farmers were paying 
100 per cent for the use of money, and were 
“getting tired of it.” A little later in his 
harangue he toned down his remarks some- 
what and said they were paying from 10 to 40 
per cent. It is quite possible that there are 
cases in Kansas where men promise to pay 
extortionate interest on chattel mortyages, as 
they do elsewhere, and that men who need &c- 
commodation for a short time pay heav- 
ily for it, But when Senatur Peffer talks 
of farmers, even in the arid belt where the se- 
curity is the poorest, paying 40 per cent, or 
half of it, or on the average more than 10 or 12 
per cent, he is contradicted by the facts. 

It is true that money is loaned in Massachu- 
setts at 4 or 5 per cent and in Kansas at 8 to 
10, but when the Eastern lender deals with a 
Kansas borrower his msk is greater and he 
must have more interest. The loaning has to 
be done through middlemen and they charge 
for their work. 

The Kansan, living in a State where there 
is but little surplus capital, must expect to 
pay more for money hired 2,000 miles away 
than those who live where money is abundant 
and security better. But that does not justify 
Senator Peffer when he describes his people 
as in utter and hopeless distress, the helpless 
prey of Shylocks, He takes the one or two 
hundred thousand people in the western arid 
half of the State, who have had a hard time of 
it for two or three years for lack of rain, and 
tells his hearers that the million and .a half 
people in the eastern part of the State, occu- 
pying 40,000 square miles of the finest land in 
the United States, are suffering just as much, 
while in reality they have no more to com- 
plain of than the citizens of Illinois or Ohio. 
- Senator Peffer must be more careful in his 
statements about Kansas, for itis so easy to 
disprove him when he goes beyond the truth. 
That State is in constant communication with 
the rest of the world. Whatever happens 
there is known all over the country, and a 
bouncing big yarn such as that about 100 or 
40 per cent interest is known to be ridiculous, 
and is proved untrue as soon as it is uttered, 
at least so far as all borrowers who can give 
good security are concerned. 


CANADA AND ITS DEBT. 

A Canadian dispatch says that the public 
debt of the Dominion is now $234,273,000. To 
understand what this means take an American 
equivalent. The population of Illinois and 
Wisconsin is about equal to that of the Do- 
minion, or five and a half millions. Suppos- 
ing that these two States owed jointly $234,- 
000,000, each having also an individual debt 
of its own, Supposing that all which the two 
States had to represent that vast sum of 
money was some waterways—a fourteen foot 
channel constructed at great expense from 
Chicago to the Mississippi along the Illinois 
River, and one across the State of Wisconsin 
from Green Bay via the Portage and down 
the Wisconsin té La Crosse on the Mississippi, 
and a railroad which was subsidized heavily, 
but all the receipts of which went to the cor- 
poration which operated it, while the govern- 
ment bore all the burdens. If Illmois and 
Wisconsin were in this unfortunate condition 
their citizens might feel glad to get annexed 
to some larger and more populous and wealthy 
nation which would relieve them of the im- 
mense pressure of a debt which they woud 
consider a crushing one, although their means 
of paying it would be superior to those of the 
Dominion. For while the latter sprawls over 
the map of North America from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific and the Arctic Ocean to the 
great lakes, the wealth, population, and 
natural resources of the two States are greater, 
though their territorial area is so much 
smaller. If it were not for the fact that 
Canadians have become accustomed to a 
poorer standard of hving than that which pre- 
vails in Illinois and Wisconsin they would 
have sunk long ago under a burden which 
only alife of privations has enabled them ta 
endure—for the luxury of owing allegiance to 
a European island.
